In the newly amended paragraph on page 13, line 2 refers to the device 
holder as numeral (31) when it is shown as (310) in figure 3. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 8-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Herring (5,535,928) in view of Becker (6,131,780). Herring discloses a suspended 
device holder (figure 5) comprising; a strap (64) having a top and bottom end; an upper 
holder (14) and a lower holder (60), the holders being hook-and-loop-formed rings that 
are circumferentially expandable by adjusting the hook and loop connection; wherein 
the upper and lower circumferential expandable holders are securely and transversely 
attached to the strap at different locations (15&61, figure 5), and a cell phone (56, or col. 
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5 line 19) is held therein (figure 4), but discloses a hook-and-loop-formed loop rather 
than a clip securely connected to a said top end of the strap, and fails to disclose a 
fastener spliced therein, the fastener comprising a male and female fastener. Becker, 
however, teaches; a suspended device holder (10) supported by either a hook-and- 
loop-formed loop (col. 3 lines 12-14) or a clip comprising a clip loop, a clip lever pivotally 
mounted on the clip loop forming a closure there between (figure 1), and a clip ring 
rotatably connected to the clip loop (col. 1 line 48); and a fastener having male and 
female portions (43&44) being spliced therein (figures 4&5). Therefor, it would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to modify the device of Herring by using a swivel clip instead of a hook and loop-formed 
loop, as taught by Becker, and to include a fastener having male and female portions 
spliced therein, also taught by Becker, in order to more securely fasten the device 
holder to a support and to provide a quick release means of detaching the lower portion 
of the holder without removing the clip portion that is connected to the support. 

Regarding claim 12, Official Notice is taken to the fact that it is well known in the 
art that clip levers such as the clip (33) depicted by Becker can comprise a biasing 
means to automatically make the closure with the clip loop to retain items placed in the 
clip. Therefor, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to make the clip of Becker with a biasing means to 
automatically close the clip. 

Regarding claim 15, another embodiment of Herring's device holder (figures 1&2) 
discloses strap (12) comprising a bottom end (19), wherein the lower holder (14) is 
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coupled to said bottom end at a first secure connection (22) and is further couple to said 
strap at a second connection (15) to form a cradle (35) upon which a device rests, but 
fails to disclose an upper holder located above the second connection. Using Herring's 
own teaching of implementing an additional holder to support larger devices, as shown 
in his other embodiment (figures 5&6), it would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to add an additional holder 
above the holder shown in (figures 1&2) in order to support larger devices, effectively 
defining the said second connection (15) as being between the first secure connection 
(22) and the upper holder. This new configuration, when considered with the art as 
applied in the two preceding paragraphs, effectively satisfies the limitations of claim 15.

Fleisher, Bowyer, Brooks, Story, Norris, Smrt, Deno, Green 
Alexander, and Minckler disclose related article carriers.
